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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT plac the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that claims 1-1 1 should be 
allowed because example No. 6 of Schihara et al. requires forced emulsification to obtain an emulsion. However, applicants fail to 
recognzie that the present claims do not exclude an aqueous resin dispersion composition prepared by a forced emulsification m thod. 
Further, applicants must recognzie that the invention of claims 1-5 relates to an aqueous resin composition. As long as the composition 
of Schihara et al. is substantially identical to that of claims 1-5, the rejection set forth is proper for the reasons adequately set forth from 
the final rejection of December 21, 2005. Claims 6-11 stand rejected under 103 for reasons adequately set forth from the final rejection of 
December 21 , 2005 because claims 6-1 1 as written do not exclude a process involving a forced emulsification method. 
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
